Gentlemen, - 
Have fo mgch Reafon to your ready 
Concorrence in every thing which is requifite 
for the Publick Service, that I meee you 
with a chearful Confidence and an intire De. 
peadance on your making Effeftual all your for- 
mer Refolutians to that End, and your coming to 
fach new ones as will enable me to carry on thofe 
Meafures on the Frontier of this Province, which I 
have begun with fome Succefs, and which are of 
the greateft Moment for your Security. 

I have now for along time waited for the Con- 
firmation of your A& for laying two per Cent. on 
European Goods, but I cannot avoid telling you 
not only, that it is not confirmed, but that by my 
beft Advice, it never will: And the Reafon is not 
hard to guels, when the Legiflature at Home have 
paffed stam to give a Premium upon the Exporta- 
tion ef the Britith Manufactures, it is fcarce to be 

ted that the Crown will confent to a Duty on 
thofe very Maoufaftures when imported into the 
Plantations. 

As you were convinced of the Neceffity of pelea 

this A@ formerly, I can. bave no doubt of your 


Readinefe to find other Ways to provide for the 


fame Purpofes, in a mannee that will prove Real. 

There ss another Expe€tation from the AG of 
the Support of Government, which yoo will fiod 
has not anfwered, and that is the finking of a large 
Sum of Bills of Credit out of it, which is fo far 
from being poffible, that the Revenue will not 
even anfwer when this Load fhall be taken off. 

I depend therefore upon your Care to provide 
avother Way to fink thefe Paper Bills, 

1 mutt take this Occafionto recommend it to 
you to enquire, how publick Monies have been ma- 
Meeting, and whether duc 
Care bas been taken to recover all the Arrears duc 
to the Publick, and to apply them according to 
Law, and whether due dience has yet Boce 
paid to my Orders given in Council, to promote 
that Service. 

I doubt not but you will pay a due Deference to 
His Majefty’s Commands to me, to take Care that 
the Revenue be accounted for to His Majefty's 

roper Officer, of which I will fend you a Copy, as 

likewife will of the Manner in which the {mall 
Sam given the laft Year for the Service of the Fron- 
tier has been difpofed of, that you may fee the Fru- 
gality with which it has been managed.
